The successful handling of the 
hijacked Soviet airliner affair 
has yielded immediate improve- 
ment in Israel's relations with 
the Soviet Union, according to 
well-placed sources in 
Jerusalem. 

In the negotiations on the re- 
turn of the plane, Israel extract- 
ed a secret pledge from Moscow 
that the death sentence would 
not be imposed on the hijackers, 
the sources said. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze offered warm thanks 
and glowing praise for Israel's assis- 
tance in resolving the crisis in a first- 
of-its-kind meeting yesterday with 
the head of Israel's consular delega- 
tion in Moscow, Arie Levin. 
for tho nk nl bon

hevardnadze said, according 
toa Tass news agency report. “Such 
nomns of civilized intergovernmen- 
tal relations must be firmly estab- 
lished in the modern world.” 

In a message which he asked to be 
passed to Jerusalem, Shevardnadze 
said that the Israeli government had

handled “this barbaric deed” in a 
“noble and humanitarian” way. He 
said that he had received messages 
from other capitals which also 
praised Israel's action. 

Foreign Minister Peres fast night 
expressed appreciation for the mes- 
sage, and said that he hopes that 
“ways to deepen the understanding 
between the two countries” will 
soon be found. 

The Soviet consular delegation 
bere served as the main conduit for 
communication between Jerusalem 
and Moscow. The Israeli and Soviet 
ambassadors in Nicosia, as well as 
U.S. officials here and in Washing- 
ton were also involved. 

At the same time, senior ministry 
Officials harshly criticized Defence 
Minister Rabin's public statement 
on the Soviet handling of the hijack- 
ing, describing his remarks as “un- 
necessary, ill-advised and crude.” 

Speaking to reporters at the air- 
port on Friday, Rabin said that 
“one can only express amaze- 
ment” at the Soviet decision to al- 
low the airliner to leave. 

“How can ἃ superpower like the 
Soviet Union allow five simple rob- 
bers with four pistols and one hunt- 
ins pen wt when the children had al- 
ready been freed, when not even 
one hostage was on the plane, to

Prime Minister Shamir, in his ca- 
pacity as acting Interior Minister. 
authorized the expulsion of the hi- 
jackers under the provisions of the 
Entry to Israel Law. Legally, the 
hijackers were not extradited but 
tefused entry. The arrangment was 
approved by Attorney-General Yo- 
sef Harish. 

Shamir, as well as the legal advis- 
ers of the Foreign, Interior and Jus- 
tice Ministries, urged the immediate 
expulsion of the hijackers. claiming 
that delay could lead to legal or 
political entanglements which could 
ultimately complicate Israeli-Soviet 
relations. 

The officials said that civil-rights 
groups or Soviet immigrants could 

ave appealed to the High Court of 
Justice to delay the expulsion, and 
that political pressure against the 
move could have mounted because 
the hijackers face a possible death 
sentence for their crimes. 

“Tne Soviet. consular delegation 
here, headed by diplomat Georgi 
Martirosow, maintained constant 
contacts with the Israeli authorities 
yesterday and today, and submitted 
the official requests for the return of 
the plane, its crew, the hijackers and 
their loot.

A bizarre happening

Nobody could have expected that 
the first direct flight since 1967 be- 
tween Israel and the Soviet Union 
would involve a Soviet cargo plane 
commandeered in a bizarre rob- 
bery-hijacking. 

The ‘old fashioned craft was last 
night prepared for its return flight 
while its eight-man crew spent the 
day in a luxury Tel Aviv hotel. The 
five hijackers spent the day behind 
the thick concrete walls of the Abu 
Kabir lockup in Tel Aviv. 

The story told by the hijackers to 
their interrogators, Nitzav Mishne 
Eitan Golan and Sgan Nitzav Doron 
Beit-Ner, corroborated the official 
Soviet version of Friday's events. 

The head of the gang is Pavel 
Vakshinitz, from the town of Or- 
dzhonikidze in the Caucasus a bus 
driver with a criminal record. He 
and his four companions, his ‘wife 


Tamara Mikhaelovna Vakshinitz, 
Vladimir Morlovod, German Vish- 
nikov and Vladimir Anasteyezev, 
planned the scheme as a means of 
extorting money and escaping from 
the Soviet Union. 

On Thursday afterncon. while 
Pavel was driving a school bus with 
30 pupils and their teachers, he 
stopped to pick up his four accom- 
plices, each of whom was armed 
with a pistol and bottles of πὰ 
they claimed were fire-bombs. 

- The gang drove the bus to the 
local town hall, where Pavel de- 
manded ransom and a plane to fly 
his gang and the hostages out of the 
country. He threatened to kill the 
children if his demands were not 
met. 

The children were released one by 
one while the gang and local officials 
negotiated. Eventually, the gang re-

Rhodes summit ends with call for better ties with Eastern Europe 


EC rejects idea of Europe as protectionist bloc 


RHODES (Reuter) - European 
community leaders called yesterday 
for closer links with East European 
countries and promised the U.S., 
Japan and the Third World that they 
would not create a protectionist 
“fortress Europe”. 

The leaders ended a two-day sum- 
mit on the Greek Island of Rhodes. 
where the friendly herria 
failed to disguise ifferences 
on Middie East fad and on-the 
EC’s plans to weld its 12 economies 
into a giant single market after 1992. 


But did agree to a joint deciara- 
tion aliens towards the rest of the 
world up to and after 1992 which 
sought to allay fears voiced in the 
U.S. and elsewhere that the new EC 
will be a protectionist bloc. 

“1992 Europe will be a partner

On East-West relations the state- 
ment said: “The European Council

nent and to promote the Western 


values and principles which (EC) 
member states have in common,” it

The statement referred specifical- 
ly to the importance of EC relations 
with Japan and the U.S., the other 
economic superpowers. And it said 
the summit ized the need to 
help solve the Third World debt cri- 


Sis. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl of West 
Germany predicted that EC sum- 
mits in Madrid next June and-in

CAPE CANAVERAL - The astronauts on the space shuttle Atlantis went 
about their secret business high above earth yesterday, unseen and unheard 


by all but ground controllers as they 


deployed a satellite built to 


reportedly 

spy on the Soviet Union. There was total silence on the public space-to- 
ground radio link as the five military men began their second -- and by all 
accounts, busiest — day aloft in the shuttle. 

“The crew of Atlantis is go for orbit operations,” was the last word from 
Mission Control in Houston, and that came four hours after Friday’s launch. 

Earlier, the U.S. space agency waited out the same kind of fierce, high- 
altitude winds that postponed the flight Thursday, but found a momentary 
calm and launched Atlantis from Kennedy Space Centre at 1430 GMT. 

After liftoff, the shuttle headed straight toward the north into an orbit 
that will take it much farther north than most previous civilian flights. That 
appeared to confirm the orbit will take the satellite over the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe, where it will be able to observe military operations 


‘through darkness or cloud cover. Despite a shroud of secrecy 
tagon, space agency and administration sources said the payload was the 
first of a family of high-resolution radar satellites. ᾿

Kampuchea.no longer 
blocks Sino-Soviet summit 


MOSCOW (Reuter) -- The leaders 
.of the Soviet Union and China seem 
likely to meet next year for the first 
time since 1959 amid signs of a deal 
on Kampuchea, long a thorn in their 
relations. 

In a report on Friday's meeting 
between Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev and visiting Chinese Foreign 
Minister Qian Qichen, Tass said 
both countries attached great im- 
portance to a summit, adding that 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevard- 
nadze would first visit Peking to dis- 
cuss arrangements. 

Eastern European sources had 
earlier set April as a likely date for 
Gorbachev to meet Chinese Com- 
munist Party leader Zhao Ziyang 
and elder statesman Deng 
Xiaoping. 


It would be the first Sino-Soviet 
summit since Nikita Khruschev met 
Mao Zedong in Peking in 1959. By 
then, relations between the once- 
close allies were already collapsing, 
leading to clashes across their long 
border and to ἃ 20-year ideological 


Although Moscow has long want- 
ed a closer relationship, China has 
cited three main stumbling blocks to 
a normalization of ties, of which the 
continued presence of Vietnamese 
troops in Kampuchea appeared the 
most serious. 

The other two were Soviet occu- 
pation of Afghanistan ~ due to end 
pext February — and the heavy con- 
centration of Soviet troops along 
their common border, also no long- 
er seen as a problem by China.

" MONTREAL (Reuter) - The Irani- 
an airliner shot down by a U.S. war- -

THE decision of the UN General Assembly 
to defy the U.S. and hold a special meeting in 
Geneva to hear Yasser Arafat guarantees the 
PLO chieftain a massive international media 
event. For now he will be able not only to 
dramatize the resolutions of the recent Pales- 
tine National Congress in Algiers, which he 
would have done in any case in New York, but 
he will also be the star performer of a world- 
wide snub directed at the U.S. 

As a result Israel's sense of relief after U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz's decision to 
bar entry to Arafat will soon be eclipsed by 
the public relations victory the PLO leader 
will inevitably achieve in Geneva.

Gold at 3-month high 


U.S. stocks, bonds shaken by job data 


NEW YORK (Reuter) - A sharp 
Nise in the number of U.S. jobs ua- 
dermined stock and bond prices Fri- 
day, while the dollar slid, despite 
Tepeated Federal Reserve interven- 
tion to support the currency. 

The Labour Deparnnent reported 
that the non-farm payroll jobs 
soared by 463.000 in November. far 
above the 243.500 rise expected, 
Suggesting that the economy is still 

- booming and reawakening worries 
about higher interest rates. 

The figures, which could pressure 
the Federal Reserve Board to tight- 
€n credit by raising its key discount 
rate from the current 6.5% in the 
next few weeks, chilled the Treasury 
bond market. where prices fell al- 
most 1 1/2 points. The benchmark 
30-year Treasury bond fell 1 15/32 
Points. or about $14.70 on a bond 


with 4 $1,000 face value, to 98 8/32. 
Tts yield rose to 9.17% from 9.03% 
at Thursday's ‘close. 


The discount rate speculation also 
spooked equities, as Wall Street 
blue chips closed lower. The Dow 
Jones Industrial Average fell 9.6 
points to 2092.28. For the week the 
Dow 30 rose 17.6 points. Declining 
issues exceeded advances 805 to 605 
in light trading of 124.6 million 
shares on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

“The employment data were a lit- 
tle unsettling. It showed stronger 
growth than expected and raised the 
expectation that the Federal Re- 
serve would boost the discount 
rate,” said a trader. The unemploy- 
ment rate, however, edged up one- 
tenth of a percentage point to 5.4%. 


The foreign exchange markets 
took a more equivocal view of the 
jobs data, which same analysts said 
sent mixed signals on the prospects 
for a discount rate hike. The dollar, 
after a brief rise following the jobs 
release, sank despite central bank 
intervention to prop it up. 


The U.S currency closed at 1.722 
Deutschmarks and 121.25 ven, 
down from 1.731 marks and 121.4 
yen at Thursday's close. The Fed 
bought dollars at 121.2 yen and 
121.35 yen, as well as at 1.721 
marks. 


The session was characterized by 
conflicting interest-rate speculation, 
dealers said. In the past two weeks, 
the dollar’s primary source of sup- 
port, though tenuous, was the spec- 
ulation that a strong employment 


report would prod the Fed to raise 
the discount rate. 

That speculation was tanzied Ay 
the data released Friday. Althoush 
business payrolls rose steepiv. the 
October figure was revised sharply 
downward to a 238.00) sain from 
the previously reported 323.000 
gain. Inflation pressures aiso 
seemed to be muted. 2s aserage 
weekly hours eased and hour!y earn- 
ings, a source of wage inflation spes- 
ulation, fell. 

The inflationary signals contained 
in the jobs report supported a strong 
gain in gold futures, which rallied to 
close at their highest level in nearly 
three months. Gold for Februan 
delivery rose $8.10 to $436.70 on the 
commodity exchange in New York, 
its strongest finish since the first 
week in September. 


| Korea to allow 
foreign investors 


SEOUL iReuteri - Foreign investors 
will finally be allowed to take a slice 
of South Korea's fast-growing secu- 
rities market, but not until 1992 and 
only within tight guidelines, the Fi- 
nance Ministry said Friday. 

In the latest of a string of moves to 
reform South Korea’s financial sys- 
tem, still behind the times unlike its 
dynamic manufacturing sector, the 
ministry said foreigners would be al- 
lowed to invest directly in the Seoul 
stock market from 1992. 

The Finance Ministry presented a 
long-awaited blueprint for market 
opening. calling for expansion next 
year of existing overseas funds spe- 
cializing in investment in South Ko- 
rean stocks. The ministry document 
said the government would actively 
promote issues by local firms of more 
convertible bonds and sew instro- 
ments, such as bonds with warrants 
and depository receipts. 


Outlook for Turkey 
in 1989 is pessimistic 


ANKARA (Reuter) -- Turkey, sad- 
dled with high inflation, a balloon- 
ing budget deficit and a hefty for- 
eign debt, is set for another bumpy 
economic ride in 1989 but says the 
problems are under control. 

“When the going gets tough, the 
tough get going,” State Minister 
Adnan Kahveci told Reuters. “By 
the end of 1989 the Turkish people 
will have solved all their economic 
problems. 

Most Turkish and foreign bank- 
ers, however, do not share this opti- 
mism, saying 1989 will be more diffi- 
cult than this year. “I would not be 
so optimistic myself. There has been 
a significant slowdown in the econo- 
my since September.” an Istanbul- 
based foreign banker says. 

Turkish bankers have joined In- 
ternational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and World Bank calls for Turkey to 
Stick to its stated austerity measures 
and targets, and reduce inflation. 
The government has persistently 
overshot some targets, mainly for 
inflation and budget deficit, in re- 
cent years. 

Conservative Prime Minister Tur- 
gut Ozal, whose free-wheeling eco- 
nomic policies have caused wide- 
spread discontent among Turks, has 
said his government will not be dic- 
tated to by the IMF. Ozal, who sees 
Turkey's future pinned firmly to the 
West, has said he wants to bring the 
country’s financial institutions more 
into line with those in Europe to 
help support Turkey's 1987 applica- 
tion for full European Community 
membership. δ

Soviet Jews no longer 


automatically refugees 
in new U.S. decision

WASHINGTON - For the first 
time, the U.S. is not automatically 
granting refugee status to Jews and 
other former Soviet citizens apply- 
ing for a ππρτα 

The New York Times reported 
yesterday that at least 175 Soviet 
Jews had been denied refugee status 
in recent months because they could 
not demonstrate “a well-founded 
fear of persecution” in the Soviet 
Union. Ninety-nine Soviet Arme- 
nians have been denied refugee sta- 
tus for the same reason. 

U.S. officials, in confirming the 
policy change, noted that those So- 
viet Jews denied refugee status 
could still apply for immigration to 
the U.S. under separate “parole” 
status which requires an affidavit 
from an American pledging finan- 


cial support, 

Such affidavits are required to 
show that the immigrant would not 
require public financial assistance 
once in the U.S, “Refugees” are 
eligible for such assistance, includ- 
ing medical and other benefits. They 
also can eventually acquire U.S. citi- 
zenship. 

The policy change appears to 
mean that Soviet Jews could contin- 
ue to enter the U.S., but that Jewish 
organizations would have to bear 
the full costs of their upkeep in Eu- 
rope, transportation to the U.S. and 
resettlement. The relatives of the 
emigrants in the U.S. might also be 
asked to pay part of these costs. 

The Union of Councils for Soviet 
Jews and the Hebrew Immigrant 
Aid Society (Hias) issued state- 
ments condemning the policy 
change. 


“The policy is causing panic in the 
Soviet Jewish community in the 
United States and ihe Soviet 
Union,” said Phillip Saperia, assis- 
tance executive director of Hias. He 
charged that the U.S. made the 
change to save money, given the 
recent increase in Soviet Jewish 
emigration. 

e don't know how long the 
Sovier Union will maintain a liberal 
emigration policy for Soviet Jews.” 
he told the Times. “It could change 
at any time. This is a window of 
opportunity. We have to get them 
out while we have the chance.” 

In recent months, nearly all of the 
emigrating Soviet Jews have come 
to the U.S. Very few have settled in 
Israel. In the first 11 months of this 
year, 12,794 Jews left the Soviet 
Union — compared with 5.705 in all 
of 1987. 


Palestinian killed, 14 hurt in raids

Troops shot and killed a Palestin- 
ian teenager and wounded 14 oth- 
ers, at least two of them seriously, 
during clashes yesterday in the West 
Bank. Some of the violence was 
sparked by fresh army raids on vil- 
lages to make arrests and force resi- 
dents to remove Palestinian flags 
and erase nationalist.graffiti.
